Report highlights Creative Quarter's progress and plans 


MORE than 120 people 
packed Quarterhouse last 
week to hear a Creative 
Foundation report on the 
charity’s plans and progress. 

The regeneration of Folkestone’s 
Creative Quarter was top of the agen¬ 
da on Thursday as official Peter 
Bettley spoke about the work taking 
place to renovate buildings in The 
Old High Street and Tontine Street. 

The meeting was prompted by nega¬ 
tive publicity about artists who had 
quit the area complaining of high 
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rents and a lack of communication. 

Mr Bettley explained that money 
from the Roger De Haan Charitable 
Trust was used to buy neglected 
buildings, which are then managed 
independently by the foundation to 
bring them up to standard. 

He used a presentation of before- 
and-after photographs to illustrate his 
point. “The basic premise was to chal¬ 
lenge any assertion that nothing has 
changed,” Mr Bettley said. “I also 
needed to remind people the £50 mil¬ 
lion input by the Roger De Haan trust 


was an entirely charitable investment 
and not a cynical exercise in property 
development. Any rise in value over 
the next 125 years will be cascaded 
back to future trustees for charitable 
purposes, as regulated by charity law. 

“Then we talked about the princi¬ 
ples behind how we approach pur¬ 
chasing and reconstructing the build¬ 
ings, generally needing to spend at 
least 50 per cent more than the build¬ 
ing is eventually worth to make it a 
decent space for people to live or work 
in. We are trying to address half a cen¬ 
tury of neglect in most cases. Only

A RUGBY LEGEND

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New head for 
school hit by 
slaughter row 


LYDD primary school has a 
new head-teacher this week 
after her predecessor stepped 
down following the furore 
over sending the school 
sheep to be slaughtered. 

Advisory head-teacher Penny 
Haynes took up her place on 
Monday 

It has been claimed that Andrea 
Charman had been the victim of a 
vicious online campaign after allow¬ 
ing the lamb Marcus to be sent to the 
abattoir, generating a worldwide 
media frenzy and online calls for her 
resignation. 

The story divided opinion over 
whether young children should have 
been faced with such a decision, but 
Shepway MP Michael Howard said 
the “relentlessness” of the campaign 
had led to the loss of a great head¬ 
teacher. 

Violence 

In a statement he said: “A cam¬ 
paign of vituperation was started on 
the internet and, in particular, on 
Facebook, directed at Mrs Charman 
personally. 

“It was the relentlessness of this 
campaign, which included threats of 
violence, which has proved the final 
straw for Mrs Charman. 

“She has decided that the cam¬ 
paign is interfering with her ability 
to run the school, so she has decided 
to leave. 

“I have no doubts that she will get 
another headship, but that school’s 
gain will be Lydd’s loss. An excellent 
head-teacher will depart because of 
the pressure exerted through the 
internet and on Facebook. 

“It is a sad day for Lydd and has 
wider implications for the future of 
our society.” 

An online petition calling for the 
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removal of Ms Charman gained 
almost 2,500 signatures, while a 
Facebook group originally set up to 
save Marcus has almost 1,500 mem¬ 
bers. 

Meanwhile, Mrs Charman’s 
daughter Ruth has set up a group in 
tribute to her mother’s work, which 
has attracted almost 450 members 
so far. 

In the group description she wrote: 
“The decision to leave was not down 
to the influence of complaints etc - it 
was made for personal reasons. 

“Although it is undoubtable {sic) 
that the untruths in the media and 
harassment caused by individuals 
would have had a negative impact on 
the school, staff and pupils. 

“She will continue to work in 
schools within the area, with the 
support of the county.” 

At the time of the outcry, Mrs 
Charman defended her decision to go 
through with the slaughter and said 
the pupils had “voted overwhelming¬ 
ly” for it to go ahead, and until the 
media interest began she had 
received no objections to it. 

She said: “Since the wether lamb 
arrived, it has always been made 
clear in a tactful and factual way 
that lambs are meat. 

“The children have had a range of 
opportunities to discuss this issue, 
both in terms of the food cycle and 
the ethical aspect. 

“Children from years 2 and above 
were given the opportunity to choose 
what happened to the wether lamb. 

“It was made clear that it could be 
kept as a pet or sold to go for meat to 
raise money for the school farm to 
buy more animals. 

“It was discussed in school council. 
Each class had the opportunity to 
discuss it.” 
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Missing pensioner's 
body is found in sea 

A BODY found off the Essex coast has 
been confirmed as that of a 71-year- 
old Hythe man who had been report¬ 
ed missing. 

Peter Phillips was reported missing 
from his Palm Beach Avenue home on 
Thursday, February 11, the last day 
that his stepdaughter had spoken to 
him - he had not been seen or spoken 
to since then. 

A lifeboat crew spotted the body 
floating about 30 miles from the coast 
and it was taken back to Harwich. 

Formal identification has taken 
place and next of kin have been 
informed.

£50,000 for expert 
advice on new homes 

SHEPWAY council is one of 36 
authorities to be awarded a share of 
£1 million for expert advice on build¬ 
ing 10,000 high-quality homes. 

The fund, jointly provided by the 
Department for Communities and 
Local Government and Defra, will 
provide expert assistance and train¬ 
ing on master-planning and design. 

Shepway has been allocated £50,000 
to work on strategic master-planning 
in Sellindge to work with the commu¬ 
nity and find sites for homes. 

The average house is now more 
than £40,000 more expensive in rural 
areas compared with urban areas. 
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Decision time for airport

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LYDD airport’s boss has issued a 
final appeal to Shepway council¬ 
lors to vote in favour of controver¬ 
sial expansion plans. 

The effects on important wildlife habitat and 
the noise impact on nearby houses have been 
cited as reasons for turning down the applica¬ 
tions for a 300-metre runway extension and 
500,000-passenger terminal. 

Officers recommended in a supplementary 
report released on Friday that the applications 
should be turned down, ahead of next month’s 
crucial planning meeting. 

Lydd’s managing director Jonathan Gordon 
said the authority’s experts were wrong in 
their conclusions and urged councillors to vote 
yes on Wednesday, March 3. 

Mr Gordon said: ‘We have invested £27 mil¬ 
lion in Lydd in recent years and plan to invest 
a further £25 million in the project to deliver a 
modern, sustainable regional airport that 
Kent can be proud of. 

“This is a significant private sector invest¬ 
ment in the future of the Marsh at no cost to 
the public purse. 

He expressed his disappointment and frus¬ 
tration at the officers’ remaining concerns, 
which he said were unfounded: 

“On the one hand, officers acknowledge that 
noise issues are relatively minor and not in 
themselves a reason for refusal. 

“On the other hand they say that, if there are 
other reasons for refusal, let’s ‘shove it in’. 
That’s not a reasonable or proper way to 
assess this important issue. 

“The fact is that the noise impact of the 
development is relatively minor, and should 
not be a reason for refusal.” 

He also said about the impact on one of the 


habitats sites: “The simple fact is that our 
team includes the leading experts on these 
issues and the council’s consultants are not 
expert, and have reached the wrong conclu¬ 
sions. We will explain this to members at com¬ 
mittee.” 

He said a ‘yes’ vote would create more than 
500 high-quality, well-paid jobs. 

He said: “The decision they take is going to 
have a huge impact on our district for years to 
come. 

“I’m confident that we have put forward a 


compelling case for members of Shepway 
council to make the right choice and support 
Lydd Airport.” 

Louise Barton, of action group LAAG, which 
opposes the expansion, said she was not sur¬ 
prised at the report’s recommendations but 
added that the matter was not over yet. 

She said: “The airport had been given 
months to provide new evidence in an attempt 
to overturn the recommendations, but the offi¬ 
cers have come to the same conclusion. 

“The habitats regulations are strong - either 


you prove you would cause damage, or you 
can’t. It’s now a wait-and-see game. This will 
inevitably go to a public inquiry. 

“The number of jobs produced from this 
expansion will be very small, due to the lost 
tourism.” 

A special council meeting of all 46 council¬ 
lors will vote on the plans at the Civic Centre 
on March 3. 

The decision will also be broadcast on 
Shepway’s website and there will be a live 
link-up with the Marsh Academy to watch the 


Council tax 
bill to rise by 
extra £35 

THE average household in the dis¬ 
trict will pay £35 extra in council 
tax this year after Shepway mem¬ 
bers voted on the authority’s share 
last week. 

The total bill is divided between 
Kent County Council, which takes 
the majority, Shepway council, 
town and parish councils, Kent 
Police and Kent Fire and Rescue. 

Councillors on Shepway voted 
last Thursday for a 2.9 per cent 
increase in its share for an average 
Band D house, an extra £6.93. This 
means the council will take home 
£245.87 out of a typical tax bill of 
£1,535.26, or 16 per cent. 

Kent County Council has also 
decided on its 68.3 per cent share, 
equivalent to £1,047.78, while Kent 
Police has agreed on its 9 per cent 
share, equal to £138.68. 

Town and parish councils take up 
2.3 per cent or £34.98 while Kent 
Fire and Rescue will also take 
£67.95 (4.4 per cent). 

KCC said the cost of coping with 
asylum seekers was driving up its 
share of the council tax by an extra 
£21.51 for a band D home. 

The county council, which has an 
annual budget of around £2.2bil- 
lion, had wanted to set a tax rise of 
just 1.86 per cent. 


Buildings 'would just 
collapse without help'

philanthropic activity could make 
this kind of intervention. 

“We also pay proper heed to 
restrictions placed on us by conser¬ 
vation area status, trying to factor in 
good architectural features to any 
plans for redesign. 

“The few buildings that are listed 
give us particular headaches as it is 
often very difficult to devise an 
affordable scheme that will meet 
English Heritage approval.” 

Among those in the audience was 
Ann Berry, chairwoman of Go Folke¬ 
stone, which campaigns to improve 
the townscape and quality of life. 

Ms Berry said: “I thought it was 
marvellous, there was a good, posi¬ 
tive turnout and I look forward to 
other meetings. 

“Some people think Mr De Haan is 
just a property developer, when he 
has put his own money into trying to 
keep these buildings going. They 
would collapse without his help. 

“Because of the economic situation 
people have found a drop-off in foot¬ 
fall and this has been the source of 
many of the problems.” 

Mr Bettley said just over 80 of the 
buildings had been bought, with 200 
jobs created or sustained in the 
Creative Quarter. It is hoped that as

Election count will 
be made overnight 

SHEPWAY council has confirmed that 
the vote count for this year’s general 
election will take place overnight, rather 
than the following morning. 

There had been growing speculation 
that as many as a quarter of the coun¬ 
try’s returning officers had been plan¬ 
ning to delay counting the ballots until 
the day after as a cost-cutting move. 

But Shepway chief executive Alistair 
Stewart has confirmed otherwise and 
the votes will be counted as per usual 
throughout the night as soon as the polls 
close. 

Folkestone and Hythe MP Michael 
Howard will be standing down at the 
election, widely expected to be held on 
May 6, after 27 years in office. 
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SHEPWAY MP Michael Howard 
could have been the target of an 
alien intrusion at his Lympne 
home, according to top-secret docu¬ 
ments released last week. 

At least three eyewitnesses in Burmarsh and 
New Romney spotted a large, triangular object 
which was ‘humming’ near Mr Howard’s house 
during his final months as Home Secretary in 
1997. 

It was claimed that the UFO hovered for 
several minutes above a field on March 8 before 
shooting off in a flash of light. 

An investigation by the RAF found that there 
was no evidence of unauthorised air activity or 
any security alert in the area at the time, 
according to documents released by the 
National Archives. 


The object was said to be the size of two pas¬ 
senger planes and the sighting was one of more 
than 1,600 UFOs reported to the Ministry of 
Defence between 1996 and 2000 at a rate of 
almost one a day. 

Triangle 

An amateur UFO-reporting group, UFO 
Monitoring East Kent (UFOMEK), sent in its 
own report to the Government, quoting an eye¬ 
witness who said: “It was just a huge triangle 
thing, which was a lot bigger than an aeroplane 
or anything like that. 

“It had fights all around the outside, and this 
disc attached to the back, and a big fight on the 
front. I pulled up to a stop and as I did it shot off. 

“I was really frightened by it and I’m not stu¬ 
pid. I don’t believe in anything like that 
[UFOs]. 

“This is not something I’ve ever seen before or 
like something we would have built.” 

Chris Rolfe, coordinator of UFOMEK, warned 


at the time that the object could have been 
looking for Mr Howard. 

He was quoted in the report to have said: “It 
would seem the UFO was disinterested in 
Sophie, the girl who reported it and watched it 
for quite a long time. 

“This certainly makes it seem like it had a 
purpose and has left me wondering if its pur¬ 
pose had something to do with Mr Howard.” 

An RAF investigation after the sighting 
found nothing and said there was no evidence 
of a security breach. 

One letter from the MoD addressed to an 
unnamed witness said: ‘Your letters mention a 
UFO sighting over the home of the former Home 
Secretaiy Michael Howard, near Folkestone. 

“Although the MoD has received reports of an 
alleged ‘UFO’ sighting near Michael Howard’s 
home on March 8, 1997, MoD air defence staff 
have confirmed that there is no evidence to sug¬ 
gest any unauthorised incursion of the UK Air 
Defence Region on that date.” 


Drifting boat trawled in from Channel

THE Dover and Dungeness life¬ 
boats combined forces to tow 
ashore a stricken trawler drift¬ 
ing in the busy shipping lanes 
of the English Channel in freez¬ 
ing weather. 

The 130-tonne trawler suf¬ 
fered gearbox failure which 
required the assistance of the 
two volunteer RNLI lifeboat 
crews when it broke down and 
started drifting in the busy 
south-west shipping lane. 

The Dungeness lifeboat 
launched first to the disabled 
Plymouth-registered vessel. 

After taking the vessel under 
tow, the ships were making slow 
progress towards Dover, so the 
decision was made to launch the 
larger Dover lifeboat to assist as 
the turning tide would be soon 
be ebbing and working against 
the rescuers. 

Conditions during the rescue 


were difficult, with freezing tem¬ 
peratures and periods of poor 
visibility as heavy snow showers 


passed through the Channel. 
Also, gale-force winds meant 
that sea conditions were rough, 


with a two- to three-metre swell. 

The Dover crew headed out to 
rendezvous with the other ves¬ 
sels. Once on scene, the tow was 
transferred to the larger lifeboat 
and all three vessels headed for 
Dover. 

Arriving off Dover, an extra 
fine was attached from the stem 
of the trawler to the Dungeness 
lifeboat to ensure the stricken 
ship was firmly under control. 

The three vessels then entered 
Dover harbour, where the 
trawler, with three people 
onboard, was moored safely in 
the tug-haven area of the port. 

Dover RNLI Coxswain Stuart 
Richardson said: “This was our 
first call-out for almost four 
months, but everything went 
smoothly and it was nice for me 
to be able to work with my 
friends and former crewmates 
on the Dungeness lifeboat.”

Man is arrested 
after probe into 
Marsh dumping 


A MAN suspected of dumping car 
tyres across Romney Marsh has 
been arrested by police in Essex. 

Officers from Kent Police, Kent County 
Council and Shepway council were involved 
in tracking down the man, from Chelmsford, 
after some 500 tyres were left at five loca¬ 
tions on the Marsh in October last year. 

The arrest follows a report by Yourshepway 
about a Dymchurch farmer who had spoken 
out against flytippers after he found about 
100 tyres at the entrance to one of his fields 
next to St Mary’s Road. 

The arrested man was taken to South 
Woodham Ferrers police station and ques¬ 
tioned by Shepway and KCC enforcement 
officers. 

“As a result of the interview, he has been 
reported for summons for five offences under 
Section 33 of the Environmental Protection 
Act 1990. 

Intelligence on the suspect had been sup¬ 
plied by Kent Police’s Shepway West neigh¬ 
bourhood team. 

Hugh Barker, Shepway’s cabinet member 
for community safety, said: “One of the coun¬ 
cil’s key objectives is to improve the appear¬ 
ance of the district. 

“This involves everything from making 
sure our streets are clean to taking action 
against flytipping, which creates a blot on 
Shepway’s beautiful landscape. 

Crews rescue man 

AN unconscious man was rescued from a 
burning block of flats in Folkestone yester¬ 
day after he fell asleep and left his food to 
catch fire. 

Three fire-engines raced to the scene in 
Marine Terrace after the alarm was raised 
just after 8.30pm when a passer-by report¬ 
ed smoke pouring from a second-floor win¬ 
dow. 

Fire-fighters were told there were people 
trapped inside and made their way into 
the smoke-logged building. 

Iain Knox, the fire-safety officer who 
was at the scene, said: “Fortunately, most 
of the residents acted on hearing the main 
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“This arrest shows that we are prepared to 
follow through these actions and will serve 
as a warning to others that blighting our 
landscape will not be tolerated.” 

Roger Piper, whose Tatnum Farm was one 
of the targets of October’s flytipping, said the 
problem had been around for a long time but 
had increased in the last few years. 

He told Yourshepway: “The flytippers have 
plenty of opportunities around here - it’s 
very rural with lots of lanes. 

“It’s usually because businesses have to 
pay to get rid of their rubbish and it ends up 
somewhere like here, out of the way. 

‘You name it, we’ve had everything dumped 
here. Gas cylinders, refrigerators, bedsteads, a 
bumt-out car which was probably stolen. 

“There was even some asbestos sheeting 
left at the end of the road, about a Transit- 
van-load of it.” 

He said the tyres were left on the morning of 
October 26, some of them having been chalked 
with numbers that were close together, sug¬ 
gesting they formed part of series.

smoke alarms sounding and left the prem¬ 
ises. 

“However, breathing-apparatus crews 
did find a man unconscious and trapped in 
a flat on the second floor. He was led to 
safety and given first-aid treatment and 
oxygen for smoke inhalation. 

“After the fire was tackled it was clear 
what had happened: the man, believed to be 
in his 30s, had been cooking and fell asleep, 
leaving the food unattended which subse¬ 
quently caught light, wrecking the cooker 
and causing smoke-damage to the flat.” 

The man was afterwards taken to hospi¬ 
tal as a precaution.

A BUILDER has denied murdering a woman 
at a house in Greatstone.

Fender was remanded in custody and will 
be tried at Croydon Crown Court on Monday, 
June 7, due to a backlog of cases at 
Maidstone.

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Remembering 
the Few aft 70

A SERIES of spectacular events will 
take place in Kent this summer to 
mark the 70th anniversary of the 
greatest air battle in history. 

The Battle of Britain, which was fought in the 
skies above the county, heralded a 
major turning point in Word War Two. 

Woithout aerial dominance, Hitler’s 
Nazis were prevented from mounting a 
planned invasion of Britain, stemming 
the tide of the German advance across 
Europe in 1940. 

From his home at Chartwell, near 
Westerham, Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill dubbed the battle Britain’s 
“finest hour”. 

To celebrate the 70th anniversary of 
the triumph, Biggin Hill Air Fair is plan¬ 
ning an airfield attack and aerial dis¬ 
play in June, and a major event will be staged at 
the National Memorial to the battle at Capel-le- 
Feme, near Folkestone, in July. 

The county’s Spitfire, The Spirit of Kent, will 
also soar above the War and Peace Show at the 
Hop Farm in Paddock Wood in July. 

The Battle of Britain raged over Kent from July 
10 until October 31, 1940, with brave RAF pilots 


winning spectacular dog-fights, despite being com¬ 
pletely outnumbered by the German Luftwaffe. 

In a rousing address from Chartwell, Churchill 
declared in August, 1940, that: “Never in the field 
of human conflict was so much owed by so many 
to so few.” 

The four months of intense aerial dogfights were 
fought above Kent to win dominance of the skies 
and also to protect London from Nazi attacks. 

There were 71 squadrons within RAF Fighter 
Command, and the airmen known as 
‘The Few’ came not only from Britain 
but also Poland, France, Belgium, 
Australia, Canada, New Zealand and 
South Africa. 

A major celebration of the 70th 
anniversary of the triumph is planned 
for July 11 this year at the National 
Memorial at Capel-le-Ferne, on the 
cliffs between Folkestone and Dover. 

The most famous RAF fighter station 
at Biggin Hill airfield, which is now an 
airport near Westerham, will commem¬ 
orate the anniversary at its 47th annu¬ 
al Air Fair on June 26-27. 

Events will include a spectacular airfield attack 
enhanced through sound, pyrotechnics and giant 
screens, to help create the summer of 1940. 

It will host a great number of Spitfires, 
Hurricanes and other key aircraft from the battle 
and has invited representatives and aircraft from 
the Allied nations to join the commemorations.

TWO iconic Battle of Britain aircraft will return to the skies above Kent this year for the War and Peace Show. 

The popular annual event will be held at The Hop Farm in Paddock Wood just weeks after the celebrations 
marking the 70th anniversary of the turning point of World War Two. 

The county's Spitfire fighter Spirit of Kent and the German Messerschmitt 108 (pictured) will take to the 
skies on Sunday, July 25. 

Show organiser Rex Cadman said: "It will be good to hear the throaty roar of the Spitfire, particularly in 
such an important year, when we are celebrating the most significant event in the history of the RAF. 

"The aircraft's appearance at the War and Peace Show is a tribute to the courageous airmen whose skill 
and determination played a crucial role in turning defeat into victory. 

"The return of the Messerschmitt 108 provides a rare opportunity for people to see a German wartime air¬ 
craft in action. 

"This machine was not a fighter, in the style of its sister aeroplane the Messerschmitt 109, but these 
machines were very much in the frontline, serving on fighter squadrons in the communications role." 

Paul Campbell, of the Kent Spitfire, which has arranged the War and Peace Show display, said: "Both air¬ 
craft will be in authentic wartime livery and looking their best for such an important anniversary year." 


Language schools speechless over Government visa rules 


A CLAMPDOWN on foreign students enter¬ 
ing the UK has sparked fears of a huge drop in 
numbers at Kent’s language schools, colleges 
and universities. 

Under new Home Office rules designed to 
reduce abuse of the system, visa applicants 
must now be able to speak a higher level of 
English before being allowed to stay. 

But while many are pleased the 
Government is cracking down on those who 
pretend to be students and instead find jobs, 
further education bodies in Kent rely heavily 
on foreign intakes and are concerned. 

Peter Worley, principal of Hilderstone 
College in Broadstairs, said: “I’d have thought 
every language school in the country and all 
the universities are aghast at these proposals. 


“It’s akin to dealing with an outbreak of weeds 
by bulldozing the garden. The Government is 
putting the language school industiy at risk 
because it can’t organise its legislation properly. 

“Alan Johnson [the Home Secretary] says 
students wishing to study English must first 
have a good grasp of English, which is absurd. 

“It’s like saying you can’t learn to drive 
unless you have already driven; or can’t learn 
the trumpet until you have a good grasp of it.” 

Currently, anyone who successfully applies 
for a student visa can travel to the UK and 
work legally for up to 20 hours a week. 

Under the new rules, applicants from out¬ 
side the EU will have to speak English at a 
level just below GCSE standard, rather than 
beginner level as at present. 


Those taking courses below degree level will 
also only be allowed to work 10 hours a week. 

It is hoped the legislation will also reduce 
the threat of terrorism, but North Thanet Tory 
MP Roger Gale said: “The Home Secretary has 
ignored cross-party warnings that his propos¬ 
als will damage the interests of language 
schools, colleges and universities while doing 
nothing to address the real problem, which is 
illegal immigration and economic migration 
under the guise of seeking asylum. 

“Kent is already suffering as agents placing 
students are choosing locations other than the 
UK because of the uncertainty. 

‘We need to control immigration, but we need 
to remember foreign students are worth a great 
deal to our economy, in the short and long term, 


as graduates return to do business in Britain.” 

Most language schools are located along the 
south coast, with east Kent a particular hotspot. 

The sector is worth about £1.5 billion to the 
economy, and Margate Language Centre prin¬ 
cipal Jon Burton said he was “shocked, disap¬ 
pointed and bemused” that it was being put at 
risk by the new legislation. 

He said: “It’s not just the schools that will 
miss out, it’s Kent as a whole. Foreign stu¬ 
dents just won’t bother coming, yet they are an 
important part of the economy of the county.” 

Professor Julia Goodfellow, vice-chancellor of 
the University of Kent, said she didn’t think 
the legislation would affect applicants. 

She said: “The policy is not an issue for univer¬ 
sities as we have quite strong criteria anyway.”

Tell us a bit about yourself 

A I’m 54 and have been married to Judi for 
30 years next November. We have two 
daughters who have both gone through the 
Kent Music system, from beginner lessons 
right through to the Kent County Youth 
Orchestra. I worked in London for the first 22 
years of my career as an orchestral musician 
in the military, playing French horn and 
violin, and as a peripatetic brass teacher for 
the Inner London Education Authority. 

When and why did you join the team at Kent Music? 

A I joined Kent County Youth Orchestra in 
late 1991 as a supervisor on residential 
courses while still serving in the Army and 
became the county group’s music librarian in 
January 1994. Since then I have taken on a 
succession of managerial roles. In May 2000 I 
was appointed manager of the Kent County 
Youth Orchestra and in September 2009 I 
assumed my current role as general manager, 
county groups. 

What does you role involve? 

A I oversee the provision of Kent’s many 
county groups, which are run by Kent 
Music for Kent County Council and Medway 
Council. There are approximately 700 musi¬ 
cians aged between seven and 25 in 16 county 


level groups: eight choirs, two orchestras, two 
wind bands, a jazz orchestra, two recorder 
ensembles and the Kent Music Academy. We 
also run our three-week summer school, which 
attracts 1,000 young musicians.

No power from station 
for past seven months 

IT was the first commercial-scale power sta¬ 
tion to be built in the UK, producing enough 
electricity to power a million homes. 

But for seven months Dungeness power sta¬ 
tion has lain dormant and experts say opera¬ 
tor EDF could be losing as much as £2 million 
a week. One of two reactors at Dungeness B 
was closed in July 2009 for routine mainte¬ 
nance and the second closed in November 
when repairs had to be carried out after a fire. 

EDF has been unable to give a specific time 
of when it would be in service again, citing 
commercial reasons. But industry experts say 
statutory maintenance, as well as the repair 
work, should not have taken this long. 

Serious 

Expert John Large, of Large and Associates 
in London, said eight to ten weeks was the 
usual timescale. 

“There could be a serious problem. It could 
be the fuel plugs or a problem with the 
graphite core of the reactors. 

“It doesn’t matter if the power station isn’t 
working, they still have to supply the National 
Grid,” he said. “They will be going to other 
power stations to get electricity. They will be 
losing a massive amount of money.” 

An EDF official said the shutdown of the 
first reactor was for normal statutory outage 
and most of the work had been completed. 

She said: “We have a small number of inspec¬ 
tions to do which are external to the reactor 
and we are obtaining specialist equipment. 

“Once this arrives, inspections will be carried 
out and we expect to return the unit to service. 

“The other unit is nearing completion of its 
outage and does not need these additional 
inspections. We expect to return to service in 
the near future.” 

A Health and Safety Executive official said 
consent was required before reactors could be 
restarted and an assessment was under way.

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Badly behaved 

boars Ened up in 
fanners'sights

WILD boar wreaking havoc in the 
Kent countryside have forced des¬ 
perate farmers to demand a wide¬ 
spread cull. 

The herds are being blamed for killing 
lambs, destroying crops and, in the worst 
cases, attacking dogs, as they expand across 
the county. 

Some farmers have admitted to losing 
thousands of pounds each year as the pigs 
destroy their crops, with others having to 
fork out for new fences to replace ones ripped 
apart by the animals. 

And despite wild boar preferring the more 
wooded areas of the Kent and Sussex bor¬ 
ders, an increasing number are now being 
spotted in eastern parts of the county. 

Isabelle Bretherton, from the National 
Farmers’ Union (NFU), said this is unsur¬ 
prising as they are known to travel large dis¬ 
tances. 

“Once they have finished eating woodland 
plants in one area they will quickly move on 
to another,” she said. 

Risk of disease, damage to crops and 
attacks on livestock has pushed the NFU to 
back calls for management through culling. 

“At the moment there is no management 
and this needs to be looked at,” said Ms 


Bretherton. “Like any wildlife, when the pop¬ 
ulation reaches large levels, culling is sadly 
required. They shouldn’t be wiped out alto¬ 
gether, but numbers need to be controlled.” 

Experts believe there could be more than 
500 roaming between Kent and East Sussex. 

And without predators such as wolves, the 
animals are top of the food chain, meaning 
numbers are not controlled naturally. 

Hunting is permitted throughout the year 
and around 100 landowners have licences to 
cull them on their land. 

Meat stocks from the animals provide 
butchers with quality, sought-after produce, 
but those in the agricultural industry still 
believe numbers need to be managed. 

Diversity 

Critics, however, say wild boar add to the 
rich diversity of the countryside. 

Peter Smith, from the Wildwood Trust at 
Heme, near Canterbury, agreed there needs 
to be some control, but stressed they should 
not be eradicated. 

But farmer Jenny Farrant, who mns a 
farm in Beckley, on the border of Kent and 
Sussex, said some of her land has been 
destroyed, losing her about £50,000 over the 
years. 

The Department for Environment, Food 
and Rural Affairs has drawn up a three-year 
action plan to help mral communities in 
Kent deal with the problem. 


Glass half full for pubs minister 


LEADING names in Kent’s pub trade have 
raised doubts over what the industry’s new 
government minister can achieve just 
months before the general election. 

While welcoming the appointment of John 
Healey as Britain’s first pubs minister, both 
Shepherd Neame chief executive Jonathan 
Neame and Thorley Taverns 
operations director Phil Thorley 
remain sceptical about a position 
that may cease to exist if the 
Conservatives win power. 

Mr Thorley said: “It’s like win¬ 
ning a penalty after the final 
whistle has already been blown - 
too little, too late. 

“It’s good to see they’ve finally 
recognised the industry needs 
focus, but for me it’s just a token 
gesture in an attempt to win 
votes. 

“There’s something like 20 per 
cent fewer pubs today than when 
the Government came in 13 years 
ago, but they decide to appoint a 
minister just months before the 
election. We’ve had to deal with so many new 
laws and issues affecting the pub trade. It 
would take anyone time to understand them 
all, by the time John Healey does it will be 
too late for him to do anything about them.” 

The Thorley Taverns chain consists of 21 
pubs in east Kent as well as clubs, restau¬ 
rants and function rooms. 

An estimated 40 UK pubs have closed 
every week over the past year, with chal¬ 
lenges facing the industry including the 
recession, high rents, the smoking ban, 
changing consumer habits and cheap alcohol 


in supermarkets. It is understood Mr Healey 
will consider introducing business tax breaks 
and relaxed planning laws to help pubs sur¬ 
vive, something Mr Neame - chief executive 
of Britain’s oldest brewer - is keen to see 
come to fruition. He said: “To have a single 
point of contact for the industry is extremely 
beneficial, because previously we 
would have to deal with different 
departments for different issues 
and it was all very dysfunctional. 

“But the obvious question is: 
what’s he here for and what does 
he propose to do? 

“Essentially the Government’s 
policy on alcohol over the last 15 
years has favoured vodka and 
cider over beer, and nightclubs 
and supermarkets over tradition¬ 
al pubs, and we would like to see 
that reversed.” 

Mr Neame said he had already 
written to Mr Healey with sug¬ 
gestions of how he could help the 
pub trade, including freezing 
beer duty and offering rates relief 
for pubs that provide other community serv¬ 
ices like internet access, public toilets and 
post offices. 

A self-confessed beer lover, Mr Healey is a 
member of the All-Party Parliamentary Beer 
group and a regular at pubs in his 
Wentworth constituency in South Yorkshire. 

He said: ‘While we can’t stop every pub 
from closing, it’s right we do everything pos¬ 
sible to back them. 

“But they need help now, so I am deter¬ 
mined to have a deal on the table with a 
package of help in the next few weeks.”

You won't hear the word 'sorry' 
at the bottom of a Kent pothole 


SOMETHING extraordinary happened 
last week: the county council apologised 
for the state of the roads and the num¬ 
ber of potholes that made driving all but 
impossible in some parts. 

Crumbs, a touch of humility from County Hall 
- something, it’s fair to say, that we’re not overly 
used to in this part of the world. 

Had KCC leader Paul Carter not been feeling 
well? One of those nasty winter chills, perhaps? 
Or maybe the county’s highways chief Nick 
Chard was a little dazed and confused after 
pranging his car an icy road? 

Although the latter might seem the best bet 
given the number of us who have suffered a sim¬ 
ilar fate of late, neither of the above misfortunes 
were, to my knowledge, true. 

And, you shouldn’t be surprised to learn, the 
apology didn’t come from our leaders at Maid¬ 
stone, but from Staffordshire County Council. 

Not a part of the country I know well, but how 
refreshing to find a local authority ready to hold 
up its collective hands and say sorry, we know 
this wasn’t good enough and we’ll get it sorted. 

It all contrasts rather depressingly with the 


bluster emanating from our county hall, where 
an increasingly arrogant, pompous and self- 
important leadership appears to consider itself 
beyond the slightest reproach. 

Consider the Icelandic banking fiasco that 
claimed £50 million of KCC’s cash. That’s our 
cash, by the way. Your cash. 

Were we offered an apology for KCC having 
been so careless with our money? 

OK, let’s return quickly to the real world and 
recall what we did in fact get - a barrage of 
bleating and whining that the nasty old Audit 
Commission had decreed KCC’s performance in 
the Icelandic affair to have been ‘negligent’. 

Legal action was threatened - using our cash, 
your cash - if the commission didn’t remove the 
word ‘negligent’ from its report. 

Presumably not fancying a potentially lengthy 
court squabble, the commission ‘downgraded’ the 
negligence charge to ‘careless’. 

I’m not convinced a ‘careless’ local authority 
should be handling our millions, but we must live 
with what we’ve got... a group seemingly more con¬ 
cerned with promoting its own sanctity than doing 
what is necessary to keep the county running. 

And that, it is all too often forgotten, involves 


the mundane: disposing of our rubbish, keeping 
our libraries stocked with an up-to-date selection 
of books, keeping our roads in a drivable state... 

Which many of them are not at the moment. 
I’ve (thus far) got away lightly this winter -1 just 
need my car’s tracking fixed after thumping into 
one pothole too many - but countless people will 
have been forking out for smashed wheels, shred¬ 
ded tyres, wrecked suspensions and so on as the 
shocking state of the county’s roads has taken its 
toll. 

So when Cllr Carter is next unveiling his vision 
(spare us!) to an adoring audience about how he 
would like to cover yet more countryside with 
another road across the Thames, or how he would 
like a series of lony parks across Kent, or how he 
would so like to emulate the wondrous achieve¬ 
ments of the Victorians, perhaps someone close to 
him might venture to suggest that keeping open 
the roads we’ve got should be the priority. 

Oh, and learning how to say sorry once in a 
while when he or his authority gets it wrong.

What is the history of MAF? 

MAF was formed in 1945 in the UK and US by ex- 
servicemen and women who flew in the Second World 
War and saw how useful small aircraft could be in sup¬ 
porting mission work. We operate 120 small aircraft 
worldwide in 35 countries, flying about 50,000 hours per 
year in support of more than 1,200 organisations. 

How did you get involved and what work 
do you do for the charity? 

I joined MAF with my wife in 1971 after training as a pilot 
and flew for five years in Ethiopia, then seven in Kenya. I 
flew from there into many countries, including Sudan, 
Somalia, Uganda and Chad. 

How is MAF helping Haiti? 

We have been operating in Haiti for many years, so our 
three small aircraft were already in position to help. They 
are now daily carrying emergency supplies from 
Port-au-Prince to outlying damaged areas. 

Could you say a little about the charity's 
connections with Folkestone? 

We needed to move out of London during the late 1970s 
and since our director already had links with Folkestone it 
was chosen as the location for our UK offices. We have 
always had excellent support from people within Kent, 
including churches and local officials.

Brave act should 
set legal precedent 

WHILE not directly a Kent- 
based story, there may well be 
people in Kent in similar 
circumstances, albeit for different 
reasons. 

BBC veteran presenter Ray 
Gosling admitted on a radio 
show that he killed his then- 
lover who was apparently in the 
final painful stages of AIDS. 

This is likely to have happened 
before more modem treatments 
became available, though we 
don’t yet know when. 

Remember Kent artist and 
film-maker Derek Jarman died 
of this illness way back in 1991. 
His diaries still make for very 
uncomfortable reading during his 
final months. 

For Ray Gosling it must have 
been a very emotional and 
upsetting thing to do, especially 
once the doctors advised there 
was nothing more they could do. 
He acted out of love and 
compassion for his then-lover. 

While he has now been 
detained for questioning by 
Nottingham Police, in my view 
he should not be vilified for this 
action, nor charged with either 
murder or manslaughter. 

I have every sympathy for him 
under very trying circumstances, 
as with anyone in a similar 
situation. 

I back the calls made recently 
by Sir Terry Pratchett for an 
assisted-suicide law in the UK as 
already happens in some parts of 
the USA and Switzerland.

THE INN called the Walnut Tree 
in Aldington was built during the 
reign of King Richard II (1377- 
1399) and has a very colourful his¬ 
tory. 

Now it is a popular village inn offering excel¬ 
lent food and drink. It is open for business 
while improvements are being made - includ¬ 
ing a lowered ceiling and extra beams to keep 
up its smuggling days ambience 

The pub started life as a timber-framed hut 
with a thatched roof, but by the 17th century 
ale was being brewed on the premises. 

During the Napoleonic Wars the village was 
the stronghold of the Aldington Gang - ruth¬ 
less smugglers who roamed the nearby 
Romney Marsh area.

who struggle like me, with things like advice 
and travel - they also help fund holidays for 
patients.” 

Hopefuls will have to pay £20 to enter, or £25 
for a band, which pays for a tutorial lesson 
worth £45 and an artist’s support pack.

THERE is life after death in Peter 
Jackson’s visually-stunning inter¬ 
pretation of the bestseller by Alice 
Sebold, which proves to be one 
adaptation too far for the Oscar- 
winning director of The Lord Of 
The Rings trilogy and King Kong. 

Cutting back and forth between the real 
world and a colour-saturated heavenly limbo, 
The Lovely Bones details the efforts of a mur¬ 
dered 14-year-old schoolgirl who helps her 
grieving father apprehend her killer from 
beyond the grave. 

In doing so, the girl’s tortured spirit can 
attain lasting peace, along with those of the 
murderer’s other victims. 

Jackson’s screenplay, co-written with wife 
Fran Walsh and Philippa Boyens, is caught in 
its own limbo, unable to bridge the narrative 
divide between the two planes where the story 
unfolds. 

A miasma of computer-generated special 
effects in the otherworldly sections is distract¬ 
ing and we yearn for a speedy return to the 
drabness of reality. 

Fantasy is vastly overrated. 

The story begins with youngster Susie 
Salmon, played by Saoirse Ronan, on her way 
home from school in early December 1973. 

She is lured to her death by neighbour 
George Harvey (Stanley Tucci), who dismem¬ 
bers the girl and hides her remains in a cast- 
iron safe in his basement. 

Detective Len Fenerman and his colleagues 
never find Susie, just her woollen hat in a 
cornfield and traces of the girl’s blood. 

The teenager’s father, Jack (Mark

Wahlberg), mother Abigail (Rachel Weisz) and 
booze-soaked grandmother Lynn (Susan 
Sarandon) are denied a chance to bury the 
child. 

Jack sacrifices his marriage to embark on a 
tireless campaign to track down his daughter’s 
killer, but there is no evidence, and the police 
grow tired of his theories. 

Classmate Ruth Conners is touched by 
Susie’s spirit and could perhaps provide that 
vital link between life and death.

Meanwhile, George watches the Salmons 
closely from his home across the street, fixat¬ 
ing on Susie’s younger sister, Lindsey. 

“Mr Harvey began to feel a familiar itch,” 
confides the murdered teenager in voiceover. 
“It had been a long time now...” 

The Lovely Bones is hamstrung by 
Wahlberg’s inability to convey a single genuine 
emotion. He wrings crocodile tears in vain and 
tries to make us care about his patriarch’s 
quest for vengeance. 

Ironically, the dead have far more life, espe¬ 
cially Ronan, who delivers Sebold’s words in 
heart-tugging voiceover: “I would like to tell 
you that it is beautiful here, that I am, as you 
will one day be, forever safe... but it’s not quite 
like that.”

AFTER stops in France, Italy, 
Greece and Turkey, catching 
glimpses of cities such as Rome, 
Nice and Naples, and seeing the 
Pope in St Peter’s Square, we often 
wondered what might happen next 
on our Mediterranean cruise. 

Sailing from Barcelona to the Greek islands 
on the Brilliance Of The Seas, operated by 
Royal Caribbean International, we were in for 
more surprises and beautiful sights.

Sorrento and the Amalfi coast, or settle for 
lunch on the isle of Capri. 

You pay extra for the trips and some are 
expensive (£135 for a ten-hour guided tour of 
Rome), but there are shorter, cheaper trips to 
from which to choose. 

And after a hard day sightseeing, it is com¬ 
forting to know that you will be soon be back 
to the comfort of the ship, where food - and 
more food - awaits. 

In Barcelona, the transfer from airport to 
ship was slick and easy, and the Brilliance Of 
The Seas offered all we could expect, and 
more. Some passengers treated themselves to 
a short break in Barcelona before we sailed. 

On board, meal times are as flexible as they 
can make them. There is fixed-time dining in 
two sittings in the swish Minstrel Restaurant, 
where you mostly share a table for ten, or you

can opt for anytime dining by arrangement. 

There is also a serve-yourself eating area, 
the Windjammer, and various snack stations 
throughout the ship. 

In the two speciality restaurants, the Chops 
Grill boasts ‘the best steak on the high seas’ 
while the Portofino serves Italian food. Both 
charged about £12 extra per person. 

All cabins - or staterooms as cruise lines call 
them - have a TV and a hairdryer, and I could 
not fault the cabin service. 

Food and entertainment - superb shows 
every night in the Pacific Theatre and various 
bar combos around the ship - are included in 
the price, although alcoholic drinks cost extra. 

We saw something of so many places in 12 
days that would have cost much more going 
independently, and a cocoon of cruise-ship 
comfort was a good way of doing it.

Housing market frozen 
as snow hits county 

THE recent snowfall and icy conditions 
have affected the mortgage market, put¬ 
ting a hold on many transactions, 
according to one industry expert. 

All aspects of the sector came to a 
standstill, according to Catherine 
Heamden, director of financial advice 
firm MyMortgageDirect. 

“Surveyors weren’t able to get proper¬ 
ties, people weren’t able to view, estate 
agents were closed, solicitors weren’t 
available,” she explained. 

Traditionally, warmer weather sees 
housing activity pick up, with Easter a 
key time for people to start looking at 
houses, the mortgage expert continued. 

Figures from the Royal Institution of 
Chartered Surveyors revealed that 
house prices rose again in January but 
buyer interest and new instructions to 
sell fell. Newly-agreed sales fell for the 
first time in 10 months amid the winter 
conditions. 

Lending shortage puts 
squeeze on landlords 

A TOTAL of 46,000 homes were repos¬ 
sessed in 2009, according to the Council 
of Mortgage Lenders - a rise of 15 per 
cent on the previous year and the high¬ 
est number since 1995. 

“Lending continues to be scarce and 
there seems to be no sign of banks relax¬ 
ing lending,” says David Plaister, manag¬ 
ing director of property letting experts 
LetAssured. 

“With the number of repossessions at a 
14-year high, the banks’ ability to lend is 
entrenched, and there will continue to be 
a shortage of funds for landlords in 2010. 

“It’s a shame that the number of repos¬ 
sessions is causing banks to hold back on 
lending for good landlords who can 
afford to borrow. 

“Good landlords should to be allowed 
to grow their portfolios. House prices are 
ideal so it’s a great time to buy, but 
there’s still no finance available.” 



There's room for optimism 
as the price rise continues

LAST month saw house prices rise 
for the seventh consecutive time, 
according to the Halifax House 
Price Index. 

The increase was a moderate 0.6 per cent 
and takes the average price to 9.9 per cent 
above its trough in April 2009. 

The first weeks of February have also seen 
increased activity in the market causing opti¬ 
mistic forecasts from analysts about the com¬ 
ing months. 

According to the Halifax, the Bank of 
England’s interest rate reductions have boost¬ 
ed housing demand, which, coupled with low 
supply, pushed up prices. 

It suggested that house prices would remain 
flat during 2010, as more people put their 
properties up for sale. 

Currently, the average house price is 
£169,777, up £15,287 since April last year, 
while further property figures from Halifax 
have revealed that house prices increased by 
105 per cent during the past ten years. 

The Noughties saw prices go up by more in 
real terms than in any other decade during 
the last 50 years. 

In the latest survey, the Rightmove House 
Price Index for February 2010 reveals the 
largest monthly increase since April 2007 and 
represents a year-on-year increase of 6.1 per 
cent. 

Sellers appear to be hoping for a prosperous 
new year, and are asking an average of 3.2 per 
cent more than last month. 

This average rise is surprising, given the dif¬ 
ficult UK and global economic picture, say 
experts. 

However property in popular locations, such 
as Kent, remains in short supply, supporting 
upwards price pressure. 

Miles Shipside, commercial director of 
Rightmove said: “A price jump of more than 


three per cent is more comparable to the pre- 
credit-crunch boom-times. 

“Sellers are setting their sights higher, and 
some agents are going along with them in 
order to win scarce instructions. 

“Property for sale remains scarce in popular 
areas, but new supply to the market has to be 
priced at what buyers are willing to pay.” 

Rightmove site traffic is regarded across the 
market as a good barometer of prospective 


buyer intent, with January proving to be a 
record month. 

Pages viewed were up 29 per cent on 
January 2009, at 710 million. 

January and February are the traditional 
time for bargain hunters to start shopping 
around, although analysts say with prices 
recovering there will be fewer bargains to be 
had this year, and agents and sellers may have 
to work harder to put a deal together. 


Don't let fraudsters steal your home 


THE Land Registry has launched a Protect 
your Property Campaign to help homeowners 
who are most at risk of fraud. 

Via the Central Office of Information’s reg¬ 
ister of 6,500 organisations they will be dis¬ 
tributing a Protect your Property leaflet giving 
information on how people, especially those in 
vulnerable groups, can protect their most 
valuable asset. 

The leaflet can also be downloaded from the 
Land Registry website. 

Peter Rodd, a Partner at Thanet based 
Solicitors, Boys & Maughan said: “The Land 
Registry’s campaign provides homeowners 


with information to help them protect their 
property. 

“If you are mortgage-free, no longer live at 
your property or are a buy-to-let landlord, you 
should make sure the Land Registry has your 
details, so they can contact you when someone 
makes an enquiry about your property.” 

Last year an attempted fraud was discov¬ 
ered and prevented by the Land Registry 
because, among other anti-fraud procedures, 
the owners of the property that was being 
“stolen” had kept their address for service up 
to date. 

The couple had paid off the mortgage on a 


property they were letting and lived at anoth¬ 
er address. 

Because they lived elsewhere, they’d sup¬ 
plied their home address as well as that of the 
let property as contact addresses for the Land 
Registry. 

Fraudsters impersonating the couple tried 
to change the named owners on the Land 
Registry record so they could take over owner¬ 
ship of the let property, but the Land Registry 
contacted the couple immediately at both 
addresses and they were able to object to the 
transfer of ownership and prevent their prop¬ 
erty from being stolen.

while offering more standard kit. 

The sumptuous interior of last year’s 
308CC also suggests Peugeot has the 
handle on the cabin quality needed to 
complement the RCZ’s stunning looks.

Hyundai's Santa Fe now

LAST time I drove Hyundai’s 
Santa Fe, I suggested chucking the 
badges away. 

Most people would then think it cost twice 
the price, guaranteeing entry to the poshest 
social gathering. 

Things have moved on though: a spectacular 
economic crash has made most people less 
badge-conscious and the Korean brand is now 
seen as offering more than value-for-money 
and a standard five-year warranty. 

After hearing quibbles about the 2006-vin¬ 
tage Santa Fe, Hyundai has also incorporated 
remedies into a tidy 2010 facelift. 

It is even better value than before too; a 
simplified range starts from a bargain £21,495 
and the thirsty petrol option has been dropped. 

A much reduced premium of £750 buys you 
an extra pair of seats to add seven-seat MPV 
status to the Santa Fe’s decent 4x4 prowess, 
plus self-levelling rear suspension and rear 
privacy glass as standard. 

And if the cleaned-up exterior and big trape¬ 
zoidal exhausts threatens posh rivals then the 
new look interior will worry them even more. 

Plasticky wood trim is replaced by more 


contemporary ‘carbon black’ and everything 
feels robust and of decent quality, with many 
stowage places. Standard kit includes revers¬ 
ing sensors, air con and a sound system with 
aux/USB connection and full iPod control. 

Unfortunately, the indicator stalk is mount¬ 
ed to the right - unlike most of the marque’s 
other models - but this is a small minus 
against the big plus from a new all-aluminium 
194bhp 2.2-litre diesel in this revised car. 

Even with the slightly deadening effect of 
the six-speed auto ‘box on the test car 
(Premium trim five-seat auto £24,745), the 
Santa Fe feels lively for its size, hitting 62mph 
in 10.2 seconds while averaging nearly 40mpg 
- 41.5mpg in manual format. 

Electronic stability control (ESP) is standard 
and handling is impressive; the car’s height is 
not accompanied by unacceptable leaning on 
bends or, at the other extreme, a hard ride. 

Of course, it is more ‘soft’ than off-roader, but 
the Santa Fe should tackle rough ground well; 
it runs mostly in two-wheel drive but switches 
extra traction to rear wheels when a loss of 
grip is sensed. If you are really mired though, 
full four-wheel drive can be selected by a 
switch on the dash.

The Vietnamese winger had been training 
with Dover Athletic and, having joined Invicta 
on a non-contract basis, made his debut from 
the bench late on in Saturday’s defeat.
